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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because it is non- 
enabling. Applicant's claim 1 requires the inkjet printhead include the features of drive 
circuitry, a plurality of ink inlet channels and nozzle arrangements, a passive nozzle 
chamber structure, a dynamic nozzle chamber structure, and an elongate micro- 
electromechanical actuator, however the active process steps do not include a method 
for forming these features. 

3. Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because they are 
dependent on a non-enabled base claim. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

4. The terminal disclaimer filed on Sept. 19, 2005, disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of U.S. Patent No. 6,502,306 (Silverbrook) has been reviewed and is accepted. The 
terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. In view of Applicant's Terminal Disclaimer, filed Sept. 19, 2005, the rejection of 
claims 1-6 under the judicially created doctrine of double patenting has been withdrawn. 

6. Applicant's arguments (Applicant's Remarks, pages 3-5), filed Sept. 19, 2005, 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant's arguments with 
respect the enabling disclose in the Specification for the drive circuitry, a plurality of ink 
inlet channels and nozzle arrangements, a passive nozzle chamber structure, a 
dynamic nozzle chamber structure, and an elongate micro-electromechanical actuator 
have been noted (pages 3-5), however, claim 1 continues to lack essential steps. 
Specifically, the preamble of claim 1 contains a detailed description of many structural 
features, such as drive circuitry, a plurality of ink inlet channels and nozzle 
arrangements, a passive nozzle chamber structure, a dynamic nozzle chamber 
structure, and an elongate micro-electromechanical actuator (non-exhaustive list). 
However, claim 1 does not contain any limitations as to how these structural features 
(e.g., drive circuitry, a plurality of ink inlet channels and nozzle arrangements, a passive 
nozzle chamber structure, a dynamic nozzle chamber structure, and an elongate micro- 
electromechanical actuator) are manufactured.
